Shankar discloses establishing a voice call over a packet switching network using protocol specific messages. An originating signaling 
unit 120 and a terminating signaling unit 140 each comprising three components referred to as an originating call control (OCC) 122, a 
universal call model (UCM) 124, and a terminating call control (TCC) 126. The originating call control (OCC) 122, converts signaling 
messages between the protocol of the originating side, for example, DPNSS, and a non-protocol specific universal protocol. The universal 
call model (UCM) 124, handles calls in the converted universal protocol and arranges for messages to be routed using an appropriate 
protocol such as a CRCX message in the SGCP. The terminating call control (TCC) 126. after routing analysis has determined the route, 
converts signaling messages between the universal protocol and the protocol that provides connectivity to the terminating signaling unit 
140, which may be different from the protocol of the terminating node 160. For example, the protocol of the terminating signaling unit can 
be an extension of Integrated Services Digital Network User Part (ISUP), described in more detail hereinafter and referred to as "XISUP". 
while the protocol of the terminating node 160 is a legacy protocol such as DPNSS (column 5 lines 25-60). Therefore as the claims are 
interpreted in their broadest sense, the Examiner believes that Shankar does disclose the Applicant's invention. 
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
